OLD VILLAGE LOCKUP. 


Q uaint Structures for Confinement of 
Rogues and Vagabonds. 


Several villages in the midlands pos­ 
sess in more or less ruined state their 
old parish lockups, commonly kuowu as 
round houses. 
Breedou, a Leicestershire village, close 
to the South Derbyshire border, possess­ 
es its “lockup,*’ a quaint stone building 
18 feet high and 8 feet 0 inches diame­ 
ter inride. 
The walls are l«r> inches thick. 
The door is of stout oak, studded with 
many large iron nails. 
The lock is very strong and the key­ 
hole is covered with an iron plate, which 
itself has to be unlocked by a spanner 
before the door key can be inserted. 
Ventilation is afforded by small holes 
punched in an iron plate, 15 inches by 
7, fixed in the center of the door. There 
is no window. 
At Worthington, the next village to 
Breedon, the old lockup is a seven sided 
brick building, badly in need of restora­ 
tion, an opportunity for archaeologists 
which it is hoped Will not be missed. 
Both at Breedon and Worthington these 
diminutive disused prisons are on the 
roadside, adjacent to the pound or pin­ 
fold, so that the constable had conven­ 
iently side by side the strayed cattle 
and any human rogues or vagabonds he 
had charge of. 
There are similar old 
lockups at Smisby and Tricknall, two 
villages close to Leicestershire.— Shef­ 
field Daily Telegraph.

of 1904. wl lile Van Horn county was be­ 
ing mapped by the topographers of the 
United States geological survey, careful 
observations were made to determine 
the elevations of the Guadalupe range. 
Tin* work was constructed by A rthur 
Stiles, who has recently worked out his 
field notes and lias conclusively deter­ 
mined the highest point in his native 
state. 
The elwvution is 8(590 f**et above 
the sea. and the peak—the highest in 
the Guadalupe 
range—is 
significantly 
called by the Mexicans El Capital).— 
Gainesville Hesperian.

One Tree to Save State of California’s 
Lumber Supply. 
To supply California, the southern half 
of which has been badly denuded of its 
original forestation, with an abundance 
of timber; to aid in the increase of rain­ 
fall over a dry area v^hich is destined m 
the near future to lie called on to sup­ 
port an immense population; to supply 
more than 12,(K.)0,» HM.) ties yearly to the 
railroads of the Uniteil States, and, last 
but not least, to furnish a perpetual bee 
pasturage 
for 
hundreds 
of 
apiaries— 
these, are the things which are begin­ 
ning to be written in the history of « « no 
tree in southern California. 
That tree is the eucalyptus, ° f many 
species, ami the lumber from which has 
but 
lately 
been discovered 
to 
possess 
qualifications for use 
111 certain intlus- 
t r ie s possessed by no other tree, wild or 
domestic, known to man. 
As a mere beginning of this plan the 
Santa Fe R ailway company has bought 
10,(Kg) acres of land in San Diego county 
California, and is planting it as fast as 
possible to young eucalyptus tr« *es six 
or eight inches tall. 
Several hundred 
acres of this vast tract have been set 
out already, and 
fully 
ninety-five per 
cent, of the trees have taken hold in 
good shape and shown signs of growth.

which there are at least 150 good spe­ 
cies, with probably a third as many sub­ 
species which are not commonly list« *« !

000,000 to account for. 
This trem en­ 
dous loss comes at a time when crops 
are r e a s o n a b ly g o o d , a n d when natuie 
has not withheld her bounty. It conies 
when th e R e p u b li c a n s are in complete 
control. 
They have a president whom 
they eulogize in their platform, a sen­ 
ate completely in the hands of the Re­ 
publican party,* a Republican house of 
representatives dominated by a des­ 
potic speaker.

any idea of the weird tales which the

the Indians dw elt nearby

sw iftly iii their birch canoe*. 
It is clitfi- 
cult to realize that L ake P ontoosue w as 
a favorite cam ping ground o f the Indi­ 
ans a few centuries ago, but such w as 
tin* case. 
'Tile people of the M ohegan 
tribe* loved th.s lake well. 
T h ey named 
it “ I’ontoosiick,” m eaning “ a field for 
the w inier deer,” and the present name 
is a corruption of the Indian term. T hey

ft “ Slioou-keek-M ooli-keek,” 
and tile origin of this nam e is found in 
un Indian legend. 
Th** valley's permanent population w as 
exceedingly small 3(H) years ago, but at

Germany, Switzerland and France Have 


Set the Pace in Relieving 


the Laborer. 


UNITED STA TES IS 
FAR BEHIND 


The results of a study by W. D. 1\ 
Bliss of what is being done for the un­ 
employed in European countries are pre­ 
sented in Bulletin No. 7(1 of the bureau 
of labor of the department of commerce 
nnd labor. 
lit their treatment of the 
problem 
European 
countries 
usually 
recognize three general classes of the 
unemployed—the employable, the unem­ 
ployable, 
and 
the 
vagrant, 
the 
iucor- 
rigihle, or more or less vicious. 
The principal agency evcivwhe 
dealing with tlie employable is the em ­ 
ployment bureau, both private and pub­ 
lic, but colonization and various efforts 
to get men “ back to the land" in their 
home countries are also importaut. 
Bureaus Increase. 
Public employment bureaus 
in 
Ger­ 
many have grown rapidly in the last 
twenty years, l>oth in numbers and ef­ 
ficiency. 
In a recent year, for example, 
according to an official 
report, 
there 
were in Germany over 4(MJ public em ­ 
ployment bureaus, finding places in that 
year for 
some 
5 5 0.000 
persons. 
In 
France also the public bureau has be­ 
come very important, the law since 19 04 
making the maintenance of such bureaus 
compulsory in all towns of 10,000 or 
over. 
In Great Britain a means of relief 
for the trade union man out of work 
which has been developed to great pro­ 
portions is the trade union out-oi-work 
benefit. 
lu the “ Ghent” system the trade union 
out-of-work benefit is supplemented by 
the addition of sums contributed by the 
municipal or communal, or in some cases 
the provincial or general government. 
This system has been largely developed 
throughout Belgium and has spread to 
other 
countries, 
notably 
Frame. 
In 
Switzerland 
the attempts to establish 
a system of insurance 
against 
unem­ 
ployment havo attracted much attention, 
though they can not be said to have 
been successful. 
Germany in Front Rank. 
Great Britain, Germany, and France 
have furnished valuable experience in the 
management of temporary relief works. 
In Germany and to a less extent in 
France the provision ot municipal relief 
works has come to be general in the 
larger cities during the winter season.

Coal Supply Is Rapidly Being Depleted 


and Something Must Be Done to 


Increase Efficiency.

The war vessel of the future will be a 
swift, smokeless, 
noiseless craft, 
lying 
low in the water, with every vulnerable 
part below the water line, the entire 
deck being for the work of the guns. 
There will be no smoke because there 
will be no smokestacks. 
In the night 
time there will be nothing to betray the 
presence of this invincible fighting d e­ 
mon to the enemy. 
This prediction was made by Robert 
Hey wood Fernald, mechanical engineer, 
who has for several yeurs been connect­ 
ed with tlu* fuel investigations of the 
l/nited 
States geological survey. 
Mr. 
Fernald 
believes 
that 
the gas engine, 
or internal combustion motor, as it 
is 
| called by engineers, w ill be installed in 
; naval vessels of the United States w ith­ 
in the next few years. 
Gas Engine Economical. 
“ I expect to see the United 
States 
ahead of every other nation in this in­ 
novation.” said Mr. Fernald. 
“ The gas 
engine, in my opinion, is feasible on any 
vessel because of its economy over ti» e 
steam engine, 
but 
it 
is especially 
de­ 
sirable on the fighting ship for the rea­ 
son that it makes no smoke. 
The gas 
is generated in u producer which lias no 
chimney and needs none. 
The coal is 
turned 
directly 
into gas, 
which g(K*s 
straight to the engine. 
"’lh e elimination of the smoke is suffi­ 
cient to call for the installation of the 
gas engine, yet there arc many other 
features in its favor. 
The vessel would 
have a free deck lor the play of its big 
guns. 
There 
would 
be 
no 
towering 
stacks to be punctured or destroyed, thus 
crippling the boat. 
Then it would be 
unnecessary to carry as much coal, for 
the same power can be developed with 
one-third 
less 
than 
the steam engine 
uses. 
The gas producer and the gas 
engine would take up less room and 
weigh less than the same power Scotch 
boiler and steam 
engine. 
The vessel 
would have a radius of travel lar great­ 
er than at present. 
To Be Used by Merchant Marine.

to increase the efficiency of the coal 
supply of the country, which is now be­ 
ing depleted. 
Tile government spends 
jflii.OtrtUMH! yearly for coal, and it was 
primarily to get the best results from 
this expenditure that the investigations 
of the gas producer and gas engine was 
taken up. 
The tests in the gas producer at tin* 
government 
plant 
have 
shown 
that 
many fuels of such low grade as to be 
practically valueless for steam furnace 
purposes, including slack coal, bone coal 
and lignite, may be economically 
con­ 
verted into nmdueer gas and may thus 
generate sufficient gas power to render

this way lignite beds underlying from

Bosnia ab sorb ed into the Au stro-Hu n 
garian nationality. 
The other powers concerned in the 
Berlin treaty are discu ssing the hold 
ing of an international conference tc 
consider this most delicate of prob 
lems. 
Tu rkey’s u nexpected policy of re 
straint minimizes the possib ilities oi 
war, which now is considered ou t oi 
the qu estion. 
The English papers u nite in praising 
Tu rkey’s moderation and in denou nc 
ing Au stria. 
The Standard, in a typi­ 
cal u tterance, says: 
“We are sorry 
for the aged emperor. We regret that 
so late in b is long and honorab le ca 
reer he has chosen to su lly his name 
with a deed which will go down in his­ 
tory alongside of the partition of Po­ 
land.” 
Several of the London news­ 
papers qu estion whether or not Em­ 
peror Francis Joseph is acting against 
his will. 
A conference of the powers is ex­ 
pected to b e held within two or three 
months if it can b e arranged, b u t no 
one imagines that it will u ndo this 
week’s work. 
Au stria declines even 
to discu ss annexation, and the most 
that is expected is some arrangement 
that will save Tu rkey’s pride. 
Before the powers agree to enter 
u pon a conference they prob ab ly will 
b e ob liged to define its scope, which 
will Ijo a hard task. 
The British 
statesmen su ggest that compensation 
b e made to Tu rkey and that gu aran­ 
tees lie given against fu rther distu rb -j 
ance of the statu s qu o. 
Sir Edward 
Grey, the foreign secretary, will ad-j 
dress 
his 
constitu ents 
this 
even­ 
ing. when it is expected that he will 
explain the attitu de of the British gov-j 
eminent.
